Dead bodies 
of men and animalsare strewn 
along the entire stretch of coun- 
itry from Edmonton to Dease 
Lake, and many snffering per- 
sons remain on the road who are 
unable to get out without assis- 
tance, There is a movement on 
foot to have the United States | 
and Canadian Governments join | 
in sending a relief expedition | 
over the ground to pick up such 
stragglers as have not already 
perished of cold and hunger, and 
scurvy. In one case a man stuck 
up a sign on a tree which read:

Af- 
ter having done that he deliber- 
ately committed suicide. The 
responsibility for sending men 
to their death over this almost 
iimpossible trail rests with the 
Canadian Government and the 
(Canadian Pacitic Railway. It 
| was their desire to secure for 
Canadian merchants the supply- 
ing of outfits for prospectors and 
this desire caused them to dis- 
cover two all Canadian routes. 
| One via Edmonton, and the oth- 
er via Ashcroft. These routes

Section 674. 





The following is a copy of the drag- 
net; the famous Section under which 
Fred. Page-Tustin administers justice 
Sec. 674:- “Ff any person shall willfully 
or wrongfully commit any act which 
grossly injures the person or property 

[of another, or whieh grossly disturbs 
the public peace ov health, or whieh 
openly outrages the publie decency, 
and is injurious to public morals, such 
person, if no punishment is expressly 
prescribed therefor by this code, upon 
conviction thereof, shall be punished 
by imprisonment in the county jail not 
less than one month, nor more than six 
months, or by fine not less than fifty nor 
more than two hundred dollars.” 

The Court Commissioner has absolut- 
ely no jurisdiction over the above sec- 
tion, and yet he assumes to have juris- 
diction; and in trying persons under 
this Section violates the law in every 
instance,
